St. Paul, Minn.—The strike vote of 


railroad workers has been completed 
here and the result telegraphed to 
national headquarters of the various 
unions. 


Local officials of the "big four" rail- 


way brotherhoods told a representa- 
tive of the United Press that the vote 
would average six to one in favor of 
a strike. They refused to divulge any 
figures until the nation-wide poll is 
completed and announced.

Chicago, HI.—Railroad union lead- 


ers exerted every effort Tuesday to 
prevent 
local unauthorized strikes, 


pending taking of the "strike vote" of, 
2,000,000 railroad employes. 


Union agents wore sent to every 


large railroad center of the country, 
ostensibly to help out the vote on the 
strike 
question, but also, 
it was 


learned, to keep the men on the job 
until the ballots are counted. Mes- 
sages were sent by B. M. Jewell, head 
of 
the railroad department 
of the 


American Federation of Labor and by 
other union leaders, to local union or- 
ganizations, showing signs of restless- 
ness, urging them to stay on the job. 
Threats of unauthorized strikes were 
received from several largo railroad 
centers. 


Wording of the bnllot of the Order 


of Railway Trainmen 'which does not 
leave it discretionary with officers of 
the union to call a strike, if members 
vote to "leave, the service" was un- 
derstood to be intended to appease 
olamorings of a considerable number 
of members of the union for immedi- 
ate action. Although W. G. Lee, head 
of the railroad trainmen, is consid- 
ered 
one of the most conservative 


railroad union leaders, his organization 
*ias a larger proportion of so called 
"radicals" than any other railroad 
union. The orm big i-ailroad union, 
which 
heads 
of the unauthorized 


strike movement of a year ago are 
organizing, 
has found 
considerable- 


support among the trainmen, accord- 
ing to John Graunau, chief of the "out- 
law" organization. 


With the strikf vote of the four 


large brotherhoods progressing and 
vote of ROO.OOO shop^workers favoring 
a strike, already in, the railroad un- 
ions will present a united front with- 
in two weeks, according to prediction 
of their leaders Tuesday. 


The union heads declare the men 


might accept the wage reduction of 
12% per cent which becamp effective 
on July 1. provided they had not be- 
come dissatisfied also on other ques- 
tions. Theso included: 


Refusal of some railroads to meet 


with men to draw up working agree- 
ments covering the entire system. 


Placing of some rnilroad shops in 


hands of local business men. thus es- 
caping jurisdiction of 
the 
United 


States rnilroad labor board. 


Refusal of some railroads to abide 


by the board's decisions. 


Abolishment of overtime pay 
for 


Sunday work for shop men, except in 
emergency cases. 


Tho milroad managers profess 
to 


believe, (he railroad unions will not 
strike. They do not believe they will 
walk out because of the present em- 
ployment conditions. 
With 5.000,000 


men out of work, they claim it would 
be easy to hire men lo fill many of the 
places of strikers.

Secretary Davison of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists frankly declared here Tues- 
day in an a.nalysis of the railroad sit- 
uation made for the United Press. 
The transportation law gives the gov- 
ernment authority to take over the 
railroads in case of a strike or other 
emergency, according to Davison. 


"All 
railroad workers of the coun- 


try now are taking a strike vote," he 
said. 


"The private managers of the roads, 


on their side, are trying to force a 
strike with the hope, of making the 
government guarantee its securities. 
It.'s going to be a fight to the finish. 


"Tho union men want the roads 


under government operation to end 
economic depression and 
unemploy- 


me.nt. It might as well come now, a.s 
later." 


Government officials Tuesday claim- 


ed not to be anxious over the possi- 
bility of a railroad strike. The rail 
unions have taken strike votes before 
without a walkout, they pointed out. 


The present strike vote, they be- 


lieve, is intended to give union lead- 
ers more authority in negotiations 
with the roads which they hope to 
bring about.

Washington, D. C.—President Hard- 


ing haa invited Senator 
Borah of 


Idaho to become one of the adminis- 
tration leaders in the senate. Borah 
has declined the invitation. 


Senator Lodge is the elected leader 


of fho Republicans in the senate and 
in inviting Borah to become one of 
that group known as "administration 
leaders" Harding intended no slap at 
Lodge. He did intend, however, to get 
Borah, the most independent and in- 
fluential of the progressive group, to 
supplement Lodge's efforts to the end 
that there might be more complete 
harmony of action within G. O. P. 
ranks. 


The administration apparently has 


been concerned for sime time about 
the party leadership in congress. 


The invitation to Borah was intend- 


ed to swing him and the entire pro- 
gressive group into line behind certain 
administration plans yet to be de- 
veloped, as well as the tax and tariff 
measures now in the making. Borah, 
however, made it plain that while he 
and the other progressives have the 
kindliest feelings toward President 
Harding and wish to help him, they 
believe their effectiveness lies in their 
independence.

Davis loaned French $750,000 when 


the (wo became connected in 1903, 
Simpson told Clinnin and since that 
time has been trying to recover his 
motley. 
The 76 year old Ohio man 


furnished altogether about $1.000,000 
for the French schemes, Simpson said. 


Tho $30,000 notes signed "by Davis 


which led to the arrest of Freneh and 
his associates in the "international 
swindle conspiracy" charged against 
them will be satisfactorily explained 
when Davis comes to Chicago, Simp- 
son declared.

Weeks at Washington, D. C. for an order to open the sulice gates in the Fox 
river at Menasha in order to flush out the Fox river, where millions of fish 
have died in the last 48 hours, in order to avoid a possible epidemic o£ sickness 
The appeal was made at the request of the state board of health and the state 
conservation commission.

to Senator LaFollette and Lenroot requesting their aid in this matter. A tele- 
gram from the secretary to Congressman D. G. Classon said that the war de- 
partment suggested that the matter be taken up with Major Skinner at Mil- 
waukee. Major Skinner is the official who refused to flush out the river be- 
cause it would lower the level of the lake and interfere with navigation.

WEEKLY NEWSPAPERS 


Census bureau statistics show that dur- 


ing the five-year period 
from 1914 to 


1919 the number of daily newspapers in 
this country decreased 5.2 per cent, but 
the circulation increased 13.S per cent. 
Suspension of semi-weeklies was 21.1 per 
cent. "Weekly newspaper circulation in- 
creased 4.4 per cent. 
There was a de- 


crease in the number of publications of 
all classes, but a general increase in the 
circulation of those surviving. 


Newspapers, daily, semi-weekly and 


•weekly, probably never went through as 
critical a period as the five years for which 
the census bureau figures are given. In- 
creased costs of paper, ink, machinery, 
postage, labor — every element entering 
into publication — drove nuany of them 
out of business. 
This was true of papers 


in the three classes mentioned, but there 
are other reasons for the disappearance 
of the weekly. Regardless of how prosper- 
ous tie country may be. the weekly will 
r-Antirrae to lose ground because the peo- 
ple who formerly supported such a paper 
no longer ere content with it. 


The weekly's most prosperous days were 


when the farmers 
did not read. Even 


then it was difficult to persuade some farm- 
ers to subscribe. They said that they 
took an agricultural paper monthly and 
hardly had time TO read that. Nearly all 
of the county seat dailies had weekly edi- 
tions, but when rural free delivery came 
and with it the general use of telephones, 
motor cars and other improvements the 
residents decided that they wished to keep 
in touch -with events day by day. Sxispen- 
sion of weeklies in many instances did not 
mean discarding newspaper properties; it 
merely meant that the weekly was discon- 
tinued and the daily became more pros- 
perous. People who moved away from the 
old home towns looked upon the weekly 
as a letter from home, but a few years" ab- 
sence served to wean them away from the 
old influence. 
New names — those of 


strangers — crept into the news, and sub- 
scriptions are not renewed. Several years 
ago the weeklies exerted a powerful influ- 


. ence in the life of the people. They have 
served their purpose, however, and they 
are lessening in number.

ACTIVE AND PASSIVE SWEATING. 


Popular misinterpretation of medical procedures 


accounts for the fallacy that one can sweat poison 
or accumulated waste matters out of the body. 


The amount of. poison or waste matter excreted 


in the amount of sweating you or I would care to 
do in a day is scarcely worth considering, as com- 
pared with the amounts excreted by way of the kid- 
neys, intestines and lungs. Anyway, it is not so 
much a question of how much of such poisons or 
wast? matters we excrete through the emunctorles: 
it is a question of how completely we can oxidize or 
burn up such poisons within the body. 


Sweating- is a good thing, however. Few of us do 


enough sweating for the good of our health. Some 
how there is a silly notion that sweating is vulgar or 
unrefined, that is, active sweating. The same sad 
specimen that harbors that notion generally imag- 
ines that passive sweating, as in a Turkish bath, is 
not only a fashionable but also a beneficial indulg- 
enge. The benefit. If any, is psychological, not physi- 
cal. 
Passive sweating eliminates even less poison 


from the body than active sweating does. Active 
sweating is the kind you attain through your own 
effort. 
Active sweating is good because it is a pretty sure 


indicator of increased metabolism, which means 
more complete oxidation or more thorough combus- 
tion, more lite. Every one who is not physically dis- 
abled or restricted to rest by the order of his physi- 
cian should manage to do some active sweating, in 
one way or another, every day, but more particular- 
ly in the winter time, as a sort of health insurance. 
" Sudden chilling of the surface following ac'ive 
sweating, is likely to cause soreness an3 stiffness of 
the muscles one has just been exerting. Some t>eo- 
ole like to term this "catching cold." Well. I have 
no objection to such description, if only they would 
imit the term to such a state. Sudden chilling fol- 
owing passive sweating is absolutely harmless and 
unobjectionable: indeed, it may be that a cold show- 
er, or a cold air bath, it matters little which, is the 
one really good thing about a Turkish bath for the 
average overfed, under-ejcercised moddycoddle. Such 


sudden chilling has, or should have, a stimulating- 


effect, which is shown by the pleasant warm roac- 
jon afterward. 


Is a. bath necessary after artlve sweating? Of 


course, not. Isn't the horse a healthy animal? md 
al! he gets is a dry rub after i race. 


Is a bath, hot or cold or medium, safe after active 


sweating? That depends on the individual. If you 
are young and vigorous and sure of your reaction, 
then a cool shower is s<j/e enough after vigorous ex- 
ercise. If in doubt, a tepid or even a wirrri bath is 
ureferable. Personablly, t prefer a cool air bath, if T 
can get it. and a ruo with a dry towel.

ward Mexico, and trying to educate 
the American people to accept that 
policy, Mexico herself is becoming a 
different country. They have thought 
of her as bankrupt and starving. As 
a matter of fact she 
is producing 


bumper crops and is solvent. They 
have thought of her as a nation of 
half-wild Indians. As a matter of fact 
her rich lands are drawing to her 
some of | the best blood in Europe. 


A very large part of this blood is 


German. Young Germans of good ed- 
ucation and with money in their pock- 
ets are pouring into Mexico by the 
tens 
of thousands. 
Recently 
the 


Mexican government, this 
man re- 


ports, sold a great tract of land to 
15,000 young Germans. Each of these 
men has 30 years in which to pay for 
his farm. Each of them will found 
a family. Many of them—and this is 
a very important point—will marry 
native girls of Spanish blood. 


This German colony will form 
a 


great block of thrifty farmers, not is- 
olated, but bound to the. rest of the 
population by ties Of marriage. In the 
opinion of the observer we are quot- 
ing, these men will becomfe as much 
a paxt of Mexico as any men in it. 
They will support the Mexican gov- 
ernment, to which they are indebted 
for thsir land, and the Mexican peo- 
ple, with whom many of them will 
have intermarried. 


In addition to these Germans who 


have bought a block of land, there 
are numerous small groups and indl- 
vidviduals from Germany coming Into 
the country in search of farms. These 
young Germans usually first obtain 
employment on some of the large es- 
tates for a year. They learn the lan- 
guags and the country. Then they 
buy farms. 


Americans Poor Oolonteen 


Some Americans are going into the 


country and buying farms too, it is 
reported, but they are few compared 
to the Germans and other Europeans. 
Furthermore, the 
Americans 
form 


groups and keep to themselves. They 
seldom intermarry with the Mexicans, 
and often they do not even learn the 
language. This man was surprised to 
find many Americans who had been 
in Mexico for years and 
could not 


speak Spanish. 


In a word, while the United States 


holds a political club over Mexico's 
head, by reason of the Monroe Doc- 
trine and the great American Invest- 
ments in Mexico, Europe is really tak- 
ing possession of the country, and it 
is a Europeanized Mexico that we 
will have to deal with within a few 
years more. 


The opportunities for obtaining rich 


land in Mexico, provided you are will- 
ing- to take your chances with un- 
stable political conditions, are prob- 
ubly not rivalled anywhere 
in 
the 


world. In the first place, the Mexican 
government welcomes the bona fide 
settler and provides him with land on 
extremely attractive terms. 
In the 


second place, the owners of the great 
land grants, who are being dispos- 
sessed Of their lands by tho Mexican 
government under the new Mexican 
constitution, are' ready to sell for a 
song. The man whom we are quoting 
obtained options On two million acr»a 
of land at a dollar an acre. He asked 
the officials of the present Mexican ad- 
ministration whether, if these lands 
were bought by Americans, the titles 


would be considered good. The reply 
was that the government would hold 
the titles good. The land In question 
was wild land covered with forest, but 
rich in soil and 
well-watered. The 


timber on it alone was worth many 
times the purchase price. There was 
a scattering of mahogany of which 
eingl« trees would be worth six to 
eight hundred dollars each laid down 
in New York. 


This man's clients did not buy the 


options which he obtained. 
And the 


reason they did not buy was that a 
few days after he returned from Mex- 
ico there was a great radical demon- 
stration in Mexico City. More than 
5,000 men marched in-a parade bear- 
ing the red flag of Bolshevism. Should 
a bolshevist revolution overthrow the 
present government, it is doubtful 
whether any titles to large areas of 
land held by non-resident investors 
•would be good. These areas would 
probably be divided among th« land- 
less poor.

factor In the situation, according to 
our informant. 
He says that 
the 


strength of thiB element has never 
been realized in this country. 
He 


points out that when a Red demon- 
stration can get 5,000 men in line, and 
when the demonstration ie carried 
out, red flags and all, without moles- 
tation, the Reds are a political force 
to be reckoned with. 
On the other 


hand, the greatest estates are rapidly 
being broken up, and the land dis- 
tributed in small tracts among the 
peons. No doubt each peon who gets 
a good farm ceases to be a Bolshevist 
forthwith and becomes a Constitution- 
alist. When, all who want land have 
been given land, the extreme radical- 
ism will be confined to the industrial 
workers in the large cities, and in 
Mexico they are a small fraction of 
the population. 


The trouble is. according to our 


informant, that the breaking up of tho 
big estates is being

clumsily and in a way that disrupts 
the economic life Of the country. The 
great land owners are being dispos- 
sessed Of this lands without any com- 
pensation. They move away, taking 
their livestock and tools. The oe'ons 
who are given the land have neither 
animals nor machinery with which to 
work it. The result is confusion and 
idle land. 


An instance le related of a. man who 


owned 50,000 acres of land. He em- 
ployed all of the several hundred in- 
habitants of a village, mostly Indians. 
His land' was taken away from him 
and given to the Indians. He gath- 
ered up hi* possessions, including his 
horses and cattle, and prepared to 
move. A delegation from the India'ns 
waited upon him, hat In hand. They 
begged him not to go away, pointing 
Out that they had no ^neana Of cul- 
tivating the land. An agreement was 
finally reached by which he furnishes 
seed, tools and livestock while the 
Indians furnish the land. It is farmed 
on shares. Everything goes on much 
as Before. The former landlord is. now 
the renter, and the former renters 
are now the landlords. 
But the dif- 


ference is nominal. 
Everyone 
had 


plenty to eat before and everyone still 
has plenty to eat. 


In other instances the adjustment 


has not been made so easily. Lands 
have been 
left 
idle. 
Dispossessed 


landlords have sold out and have left 
the country. 


It would4 seem to be this readjust- 


ment Of the land tenure which threat- 
ens the stability of the country. Once 
it is over, the country will probably 
settle down to an era of production 
and prosperity, if it its not disturbed 
from without. For it will be a land 
of contented agriculturists 
owning 


their own land. Such men furnish no 
stuff 
for 
revolution. • Mexico's 
10 


years of revolution have been caused 
by political opportunists leading bands 
Of land-hungry peons. With the land 
hunger appeased, the force which the 
professional revolutionists manipulat- 
ed will be g-one. And the average of 
intelligence and of education in the 
Mexican electorate will be raised by 
infusions of high-class European im- 
migration. For good land draws good 
men. The United States drew a high' 
class of immigrants Just .is long as 
it had a good grade Of land to offer 
them. And When it had nothing but 
a shovel in a ditch or a needle in a 
sweat shop to offer them, it began to 
draw a poor class of immigrants. Mexi- 
co Is a Thnd of unused natural wealth 
which will draw a wealth Of human 
brain o.nd brawn to it.
